Rerorm 1n Common Scuoois.— The late 
Legislature passed at the last hour, a law, mod- 
ifying in many important respects, the system 
of Common Schools which has existed in this 
State. It abolishes all the offices, heretofore 
in existence, which number 4160, and which 
cost the people over $50,000, and creates in- 
stead of them, 832 town Superintendents. It 
confers upon the State Superintendent ample 
power to secure the fidelity of the County 
Deputies. It gives the latter power, in the 
first instance, to judge of difficulties in the dis- 
tricts subject to an appeal to the State Superin- 
tendent. It establishes three grades of certifi- 
cates for teachers, according to their qualifica- 


three years, one to go out each year. It per- 
petuates the Library system and the subscription 
to the District School Jgurnal. It keeps the 
teacher’s money in the hands of the Town 
Superintendents (who afe required to give 
bonds) till it is drawn out on a written order of 
the majority of the Trustees. 

A Riot.—The Meadville (Pa.) Repudlican 
says: ‘*A fleet of thirty or forty boats is now 
lying in the Alleghany, a few miles above Frank- 
lin, owing to one of the locks being impassible. 
On Monday, several men commenced tearing 
down the dam, and eleven were arrested by the 
Sheriff of Venango county. Other boats were 
constantly arriving, and iderable excit t 
was occasioned. On Tuesday, the boatmen 
collected to the number of eighty, or thereabout, 
determined to destroy the dam that impeded 
their progress. The Sheriff of Venango county 
had ordered out a company of volunteers, to 
prevent the destruction of the dam. It is said 
that forty men armed with muskets, paraded 
on the ground, and that there is much reason to

The Press, and the coming Conflict. 


At the anniversary of the Tract Socie- 
ty, Dr. Beecher, of Cincinnati, offered 
the following resolution. 


Resolved, That in the present conflict 
of spiritual religion with formalism and 
infidelity, the press must not be left to 
the control of the enemy, but its power 
must be wielded in achieving and perpet- 
uating the conquests of truth. 

It has long been predicted, long ex- 
pected, that there is to be one great, se- 
vere, final conflict, before the dominion 
of the kingdoms under the whole heaven 
shall be given to the people of the saints 
of the Most High God. Now, it is evi- 
dent that the lines are drawing; the world 
is dividing itself, slowly but inevitably, 
into two great classes, the friends of 
forms and ceremonies, of works without 
holiness, and the friends of God. They 
have long lived together—they have been 
in the same family, and Providence has, 
as yet, never forced them into hostile ar- 
ray. Butthe time is coming when this 
will be done, and the position in which 
that conflict will place men, will be ac- 
cording to their hearts. 

It is the position of this resolution, that 
as this contest draws on, it will not do to 
let the enemy have the control of the 
mighty energies of the press. It is so 
plain, that it does not admit of argument. 
While these parties have been forming, 
we have used the press, and we cannot 
afford to relinquish it. We have not to 
begin to make use of it. God-taught, 
and heaven-inspired, we have used it, 
much and well; and we have only to ad- 
vauce as we have begun, to succeed. 
Let danger press upon us—and it does 
press; let it darken, and threaten, and 
roar; let wickedness gather momentum 
and force in its progress—for every in- 
dication of its maturity I thank God. It 
is by the urgency and pressure of the 
danger that the inherent energies are to 
be developed which can meet and resist 
it. There is such an apathy and slug- 
gishness, that we must be shaken up be- 
fore we can conflict and vanquish the 
enemy. The devil will never be taken 
asleep—he never has been; but it should 
seein that when he looks over the world, 
and descries what is doing, the many 
and mighty agencies which are in play, 
the devil himself would*despair. I should 
think he would give up the contest, as 
old father Mills, of Litchfield county, well 
remarked, as I answered his question, 
‘How things were in Litchfield?’ by say- 
ing, ‘The Lord reigns, and the devil is 
trying to!’ ‘I wonder,’ said he, ‘he is 
not tired of it by this time.’ If he ever 
turned, he would; but he never turns. 
Like an old lion, he will fight as he re- 
treats, and when he falls into his pit, he 
will fall with his face up. 

Dr. Beecher warmly commended the 
colporteur system, adopted by the Socie- 
ty, and detailed the circumstances of the 
formation of an association for this pur- 
pose in Cincinnati. The effort there had 
been confined to German Catholics, and 
had been strikingly successful. 

With such an instrumentality in active 
exercise, why fear we the German, or 
the Irish? The people are not to be fear- 
ed—it is rather the dominion of the 
priests. Hence, in controversy with the 
Papists, we ought to be extremely careful 
not to wrong the people. They are to be 
approached with kindness, confidence, 
and love. They are to be melted by the 
gospel. Papacy has sagacity and strength 
enough to fight with anything but revi- 
vals. We can say to them, as they swarm 
upon our shores, Come, we do not fear 
you. You have money to build your ca- 
thedrals, to plant your colleges, to bribe 
your votes. But we have got the Bible, 
and that is sufficient. Let the spirit of 
revivals get among them, let them sing 
the songs of Zion, let them feel the pow- 
er of the Holy Ghost, opening heaven 
upon them, then farewell forever to the 
power of the Pope. 








Speech of a fugitive Slave. 


The Eastern Section of the New York 
A. S. Society held a meeting in New York 
during the anniversary week, at which 
Horace Dresser, Esq. presided. In 
the course of the meeting Mr. Dresser 
made a few remarks introducing a South- 
ern gentleman of the deepest hue of dark- 
ness. His name he would not give, but 
would only mention him as a Southern 
man with Northern principles. The man 
isa fugitive slave. 





The man without a name began by say- 
ing that of course, no great things could 
be expected of a person who for more than 
forty years had been treated as a beast. 
(Great clapping and laughing.) An opin- 
ion prevailed, he said, that slavery had 
been painted darker than it really was 
by those who lectured on this subject. 
This, he said, however, was alla mis- 
take. The story had been told too favor- 
ably; and as no one could describe it so 
well as one who had passed his life as a 
slave, he would give a brief story of him- 
self. He was raised, he said, in one of 
the southern counties of Virginia, upon 
an estate devoted to the raising of wheat, 
corn, tobacco, racing horses, fighting 
chickens and negroes for market:—the 
negroes faring worse than any other part 
of the stock. The allowance for a negro 
there, was a peck of corn a week, not 
shelled, he said, but on the cob, making 
four quarts when shelled. Besides this, 
they had a dozen herrings apiece; as 
the audience had seen herring he would 
not describe them. This ration was giv- 
en out on Saturday night, and was ground 
and pounded on the Sabbath, while their 
master was seeing after his fighting chick- 
ens and horses. At dawn of day the ne- 
groes, all that were able to drag a hoe, 
were driven out to work. Their meals 
were prepared and brought to them by 
the old and decrepit on the estate, while 
they were at their work. The manner of 
preparing the bread was, after the corn 
had been pounded, to mix it in a trough 
with cold water and a little salt, after- 
wards baking it in the ashes at the ne- 
gro quarters. When done it was washed 
of the ashes and brought to them. Such 
meals as these were the only ones they 
had except their suppers, which they pro- 
vided for themselves in a way soon to be 
described. 

Raising slaves for the market, was one 
of the chief branches of trade on the 
estate where he lived? When the slave 
dealers heard of an advance in the mar- 

















ket, 


were given to have the negroes driven 

up. After they had been yarded, the 

slave dealers entered and looked at them, 

he said, with the impudence of the devil, 

examining them to see if they were sound, 

particularly their arms and chests to see 

if they looked able to bear fatigue. Col- 

ored ladies, he said, were subjected to 

the same scrutiny, and asked if they had 

the headache, the toothache, and their 

teeth critically examined, in the fashion 

of horse dealers. 

After the selections had been made, 

they were not brought, but returned to 
work, which continued until nine o’clock 
at night, when they returned to their quar- 
ters, where they retired to bed, not toa 
secret chamber, but onthe floor of their 
quarters, all in a mixed mass. When 
the overseer had made his usual exami- 
nation for the night, and they had seen 
him getting to bed, preparations for sup- 
per began by visiting the barn and house 
for supplies. Thé method for getting 
flour was to creep under the barn, and 
bore a hole into the floor under the wheat, 
of which they took as much as they 
pleased, and had ground, giving the mil- 
ler extra toll, and uo questions asked. 
This flour was concealed in the woods to 
be used as required. The meat house 
supplied plenty of meat, and the house 
small stores. This and the stray fowls 
that they got were soon dressed to their 
taste, and were the only bright spots in 
their lives. 

Great complaint had always been made 
of thievish tricks of slaves, who, howev- 
er, did nut look upon these operations as 
a crime, but merely as theirdue. These 
things were all the produce of their la- 
bor, and they only took what was neces- 
sary to sustain life. Robbing banks, or 
stealing money, they never were accus- 
ed of. 

Before he was twenty years old, the 
speaker continued, he had seen twelve of 
his brothers and sisters sold off, and he 
was finally sold himself by auction, like a 
lot of old trowsers, io a gentleman in the 
District of Columbia, who told his wife on 
taking him home that he had bought a 
new boy. He was then put in charge of 
a pair of horses and a carriage, dressed 
in gay livery, with a silver laced hat and 
white top boots, like the ones John Tyler 
wears. 

He had not been in this new place long 
before he went to’church for the first 
time, and took his seat in the place for 
negroes. Here, everything was new to 
him, but continued he, the next that puz- 
zled him was what the man in the pulpit 
got so mad about. He did all the talking 
and the rest looked on. He knew what 
the Bible was, he said, as soon as he saw 
it, as he had heard folks read from it 
when about to flog a slave. Such passa- 
ges as, ‘‘Servants obey your musters,” 
‘*Thou shalt not steal,” ‘‘He that sinneth 
shall be beaten with many stripes.” 

The speaker then went on to say, that 
his complaints as to the bad treatment of 
slaves were not confined to planters. 
Clergymen were as .much to blame as 
others. Their slaves were punished as 
severely as others were. The slave of a 
clergyman in some cases he knew of, was 
tied up between heaven and earth by the 
wrists; his feet tied together, and a heavy 
rail put between them to keep him down, 
when a quantity of salt and water was 
in readiness to wash the wounds made by 
the whip. Sons were forced to whip 
their fathers, and daughters their moth- 
ers, until the blood dropped from their 
backs, after which they were made to 
dress the quivering flesh with the salt 
and water, thus renewing thé pain in 
tenfold degree. While such things as 
these are practised by clergymen, but 
little could. be done, he added, for the 
slave. He hoped, however, that his 
Northern friends would soon accomplish 
something. ‘

Some time ago, three Frenchmen called 
on the New York Bible Society for copies 
of the Scriptures. One of them had been 
a sailor on board the French ship of war 
Belle Poule, and had procured his dis- 
charge while in this port. He said that 
he solicited a Bible from those which had 
been furnished the vessel by the New 
York Society, but was refused, because 
they belonged to the messes. Then he 
asked for a pocket ‘Testament from some 
of the men who had them; but they de- 
clined, saying, ‘‘We cannot part with 
them, we wish to carry them to our 
friends and families in France.”” How 
much more like a Prince would it have 
been for De Joinville, the commander, to 
have expended some of his means in sup- 
plying his crew with the lamp of Divine 
truth, and the chart of heaven, than in 
those extravagant sums foolishly lavished 
away by his fashionable parties in your 
and our harbors. 
One sailor, however, left the ship with- 
out a Bible or a Testament; and finally, 
with his friends, obtained a supply from 
the City Society. And the sailor stated 
that he had a Bible which a missionary at 
the Sandwich Islands had given him, in 
1819; and although his constant compan- 
ion, it was but little read until within a 
few weeks past, when he found its truths 
precious to his soul. What encourage- 
ment to cast our bread upon the waters!

Ye are our Epistles. 


The following literary curiosity was 
published in the American Baptist Maga- 
zine for Sept., 1809. It is the production 
of a Rev. Mr. Berridge and was first pub- 
lished in the Evangelical Magazine. 


‘‘YE ARE OUR EPISTLES.”” 

This was the language of the great 
apostle Paul,(who in his own eyes was less 
than the least of all saints,) in an address 
to the Corinthian church, the members 
of which had been some of the most aban- 
doned characters, And to whatever place 
the apostle went, where letters of com- 
mendation were required of the visiting 
ministers, he pointed to these conspicuous 
converts who were living epistles, and so 
eminent as to be ‘‘known and read of all 
men.’ The change in them was so great 
as to render it evident toevery one. The 
drunkards were become sober; the dis- 
honest, just; the miser, liberal; the prod- 
igal, frugal; the libertine, chaste; and the 
proud, humble. To these the apostle 
appealed, for himself and fellow laborers, 
as letters of commendation, who were 
living epistles at Corinth, and as lights in 
the world. 

In an epistle there must be paper, or 
parchment, a pen and ink, a writer, and 
somewhat written. 

1. The paper or parchment, we may 
consider, in these divine epistles, as the 
human heart, which some people say is as 
clean as a white sheet of paper. But if 
it be so on one side, it is as black as sin 
can make it on the other. It may appear 
clean like a whitened sepulchre without, 
but it is full of all sorts of uncleanness 
and defilement within. 

2. The pen may well be compared to 
the ministers of the gospel who are used 
in those living epistles as such; and many 
of them are willing to acknowledge them- 
selves very bad pens, scarce fit to write 
with, or any way to be employed in so 
great a work. 

It seems they have been trying for 
many years to make good pens at the 
universities. But after all the ingenuity 
and pains taken, the pens which are made 
there are good for nothing till God has 
nibbed them. When they are made, it is 
well known the best pens want mending. 
I find that the poof¥old one that has been 
in use for a long while, and is yet em- 
ployed in scribbling, needs to be mended 
two or three times in a sermon. 

3. The ink used in these divine epistles, 
I compare to the influences of divine grace 
upon the heart; and this flows freely from 
the pen when it has a good supply from 
the fountain head, which we constantly 
stand in need of. But sometimes you 
perceive that the pen is exhausted and 
almost dry. Whenever any of you find 
it so, either at the Tabernacle, St. Anne’s 
or Tottenham Court Chapel, and are 
ready to say, ‘‘O, what a poor creature 
this is!’ I could preach as well myself;”’ 
(that may be true, but instead of these 
sad complaints) lift up your hearts in 
prayer for the poor pen, and say, ‘‘Lord 
give him a little more ink.” 

But if a pen is well made and quite fit 
for use, it cannot move of itself; there 
must be an agent to put it in motion. 

4. The wriler of these glorious and-liv- 
ing epistles is the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Some people talk about, and are very 
curious in fine writing. But there is 
something in the penmanship of these 
epistles, which exceeds all that was ever 
written in the world. For as the Lord 
Jesus Christ spake so he writes as never 
man wrote or spoke. One superior ex- 
cellence in these epistles is, that they are 
all so plain and intelligible, as to be 
known and read of all men; and the 
strokes will never be so obliterated. 

As pens cannot move of themselves, 
so we profess, when we take on us the 
sacred character, to be ‘moved there- 
unto by the Holy Spirit. Nor can we 
move to any good purpose without his 
divine assistance. 

Lastly. In all epistles, there must be 
somewhat written. Many things may be 
said here, but I shall include the divine

I cannot, O, I can- 
not! Had I but a good hope, I should 
not fear to die; there is nothing to live 
for.” The parable of the prodigal son 
was read to him. He frequently inter- 
rupted the reading by exclaiming: “1 
have done just so!—O, that I might be 
enabled to return as did the prodigal.” 
Then he would break forth in prayer: 
**O God, teach me how to draw nigh to 
thee in aright and acceptable manner! 
O Lord, take the work into thine own 
hands, and do it just as it should be—just 
right.” 

Thus it was, for successive days, with 
this poor, dying sinner. In deep distress, 
in anguish of soul, he wept and mourned, 
and prayed. He had been seriously im- 
pressed during the winter, and at other 
times, and had been almost persuaded to 
be a Christian. He had been repeatedly 
conversed with by his neighbors and re- 
ligious friends, and urged to make his 
peace with God. And when upon his 
dying bed all these things came up in re- 
view, it was more than he could endure 
without lamentation and mourning. The 
burden of his lamentation was: ‘my 
folly, my guilt, in having put far away 
from me the evil day, when I had health 
and opportunity to prepare for death.” 


How it was with him in the end, we, 


of course, cannot know. God saw fit to 
draw a veil over him during the last two 
days of his life. He was speechless, and 
unable to communicate his views and 
feelings, though for the most part in the 
full exercise of his reason. If his dying 
prayers and groans were heard, and his 
sins forgiven, and his soul saved—as, 
perhaps, we may hope was the case,— 
yet was it as by fire. 

And who, O who, would endure the 
horror of conscience, the harrowing sus- 
pense and anxiety, the bitterness of re- 
morse on a dying bed, which this poor 
man experienced during the whole of his 
three weeks sickness,—particularly dur- 
ing the last four days of his life,—who, 
I say, would endure all this, or a moiety 
of this, for all the pleasures of sin for a 
life? Not one, I believe, who saw him. 
And yet, there are multitudes, now in 
health, who are following in the footsteps 
of my unhappy neighbor,—neglecting 
the great salvation, crying peace, peace 
to themselves, when God has said there 
is no peace to the wicked. And there 
may be some whose eyes will fall on this 
communication, with whom the Spirit has 
striven—ig even now striving—and who 
are yet without God, and without hope in 
the world, and may be flattering them- 
selves with the hope that they may make 
their peace with God on their dying 
beds. 

Fresh from the scene which I have 
faintly described, I would most earnestly 
and affectionately beseech every such 
person—yea, every impenitent reader— 
every man and woman who has made no 
preparation to meet God upon a dying 
bed—at the judgment—and in eternity— 
to take warning from the example and 
experience of my poor neighbor, and no 
donger neglect the great salvation, lest 
thou “‘mourn at the last, when thy flesh 
and body are consumed :—and say, How 
have I hated instruction, and my heart 
despised reproof, and have not obeyed 
the voice of my teachers, nor inclined 
mine ear to them that instructed me ?”

A sick-bed Repentance. 


My nearest neighbor now lies dead. 
The circumstances of his death were af- 
flicting and admonitory. Three weeks 
before his death he was suddenly seized 
with epilepsy. His convulsions and 
spasms continued,’ with occasional and 
varying intervals, until they extinguished 
life. During these intervals the sufferer 
was perfectly rational; and during the 
last week of his life expressed himself 
very freely and feelingly on religious 
topics. He had great anxiety about his 
soul; and most pathetically mourned 
over his folly and sin in having neglected 
the calls of God and the admonitions of 
his friends. 

Four days previous to his death, on 
entering his room, he stretched out his 
hand, andjexclaimed, ‘Mr. P. can you 
pray for a poor dying sinner?” After 
prayer, he said, “I have been called of 
God repeatedly. The Spirit has striven 
with me; my kind friends and neighbors 
have warned me; but I have disregarded 
all. Othatl had been wise! O that I 
had taken heed to the things which con- 
cern my peace, then should I now have 
the support and consolation of a hope in 
God, which would be as an anchor to my 
soul.” I remarked to him, that he could 
now understand the folly and danger of 
depending on asick-bed repentance. ‘+O 
yes, said he, I warn all my friends to 
take heed from my experience, and not 
to neglect their souls until sickness over- 
takes them. It is enough to bear pain 
and sickness of body, without any dis- 
tress of mind and anxiety about the soul.” 

During the last two days of his life, he 
was speechless, but for the two or three 
days immediately preceding t , he was 
almost constantly engaged in’ prayer or
